It is likely, however, that top U.A 
officials will be meeteig later thia 
month with Asher Ben-Natan, the 
political adviser to Perea, who la 
coming to Washington on a visit 
arranged before Prime Minister 
Yltahak Rabin dropped out of the top 
position in his party's list.

American ofiSclals are not hiding 
their pleasure over the poaalblliUr 
that farmer Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban might return to test position in 
a Feres-led government. Eban Is lik- 
ed here because of Us reputation as 
a “dove." 

Similarly. Ameilesu officials are 
pleased that Yigal Allon will 
probably retain Ua membership in 
the top poUcy-makl]^ tesm in Israel; 
perMps, as has been specnlated. 
taking over the Defence ICUatzy. 

A Perea-Allon-Eban team Is view- 
ed by the State Department as a 
possibly stronger team than the ex- 
isting Israel government, wUch has 
bees pesrcelved by Washington as 
'Veak" and “indecisive.'* 

Publicly, American officials 
declined to say anything about the 
po&tlcal. developments In Israel, con- 
cerned test they might be accused of 
Interfering In domestic Israel 
polities. 

Offlclala are also pointing out that 
“the Israel electorate” has not yet 
spoken, and that any speculation 
about a new Israel government la 
“wemature." 

Rlvately, there can be no doubt 
that tee U.S. Government would like 
to see the Labour Party defeat the 
opposlfion Likud, wUch Is regarded 
by Washington as eonslderaUy more 
"hardUne” oh the issues of war and 
peace.

TEL AVIV. — Arik Sharon and 
his ShlomUon movement were 
luiAble to decide late last night 
whether to rejoin the Likud, 
following day-long negotlatione 
during which the “hero of Suez" 
sought to win concessions for hia 
supporters from -the Likud 
leaders. 

A heated debate in the enlarged 
Shlomslon executive failed to reach 
agreement, though there appeared 
to be a majority In f^our of joining 
the Likud. The executive will meet 
again this morning, and the 
movement's spokesman said they 
are still welting to hear the Likud 
response to ^omzlos's demand. 
Because of the LQcud list for the 

ninth Knesset will only be completed 
later today. 

*- Sharon was ofrered^ number six 
spot on the Likud list, tee position he 
held before he broke away to form 
Shlomzion. The argument yeeterday 
was over which places his sup- 
porters could get. 

'nie Likud offered him three 
places at numbers 47,48 and 4B on the 
list, while be demanded his backers 
be placed between 40 and 45. As the 
Llktid is not expected to win 40 seats,, 
the question at times appeared to 
deal more tn honour teat fo Knesset 
seats. Nonetheless, there was strong 
opposition from other members of 
the Ukud block, who also had to 
preserve fSM for their members. 

Sharon's troops were not too b^py 
with hla failure to win higher places 
on this list, and during a noisy debate 
St Shlomslon headquarters many 
key members of the party insisted 
teat Shlonxrion run tor the 

-Knesset Independently. At the same 
time the pa^ spokesman was at 
pains to point out that Likud leader 
kfonahem Begin was in favour of 
Shlomslon Joining Ukud. 

The Likud leaders were also kept 
busy yesterday by Independent 
Liberal Party breakaway Hillel 
Seidel, who waa naturally anxious to 
get as high up on tbe Likud Tlst as 
possible. Efo was also clashing the 
number 4C spot on the list for one of 
Ids few followers. 

Seidel was tempted to turn down 
tee offer of seventeenth place, and 
wasn't too happy when he was told 
teat Likud would not place one of his 
siipporters in the 40 slot However, 
he was persuaded that be couldn't 
hope for much better, though the 
Likud leaders promised to "bee what 
they could do" to ptuh him one or 
two places higher on the list 
Menahem Begin got little rest In' 
hla hospital bed in lehllov.

Cabinet and running the day-to-d^ 
of the government, 
decision — following a day oi 
legal consultations — is reliably un- 
derstood to be not to .the liking of 
ShizBOB Peres, hia successor as 
Labour's candidate for the 
premiership. 

Peres is understood to feel teat 
Rabin could — if he wished — over- 
come tee legal difficulties involved In 
stepping down from a caretaker 
cabi^, and could divest himself of 
the office and allow Feres (or AUon) 
to step Into hia shoes. 

RaUn is understood to feel that If 
he eaumot legaUy divest himself of 
the forma! office of Premier, he 
pre f ers to continue to take personally 
the actions and decisions for which 
he must perforce remain responsi- 
ble. 

TTie legal and political reper- 
cussions of thia situation wlU be dis- 
cussed at -a cabinet meeting today. 

Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
worked late into lost night preparing 
a legal opinion for the cabinet 
members on the problem of the 
Premier's resignation. Earlier, 
Barak and Justice Minister ROim 
Zadok had met with RaUn, Peres 
and Allon, and estylalned to ttem the 
constitutional obstacles preventing 
Rabin’s declared wish to relinquish 
his office as soon as possible.

Heat wave 
to end after 
sandstorms

BBIt DAGON. — Temperatiues will 
return to normal following this 
year’s first genuine staarav. Peak 
temperatures recorded yesterday 
ran^d from 83 to 35 degrees on the 
coastal plain and 29 degrees in the 
mountain areas. 

It may even rain by ni^itfall to- 
day, just enough to bring 
temperatures back to normal. 
Forecasts tor the next few days are 
partly cloudly with temperatures 
ranging up to 26 degrees in the 
coastal plain and 22 degrees in the 
mountains. 

A southern sandstorm clouded 
much of the Negev and Judean 
desert yesterday, causing hazardous 
driving conditions and increasing the 
discomfort of the sbarav. Skies over 
Jerusalem and points south were 
yellow with dust all day. 

A dense cloud of dust also covered 
Haifa yesterday afternoon, and 
visibility for mariners was down to 
one kilometre. The dust was describ- 
ed as a ‘.’regular phenomenon" of 
spriog-time low pressure coining 
from Egypt by t^ meteorological * 
station in the port. However, its den- 
sity was said to have been unusual. 

The freakish weather now over 
Ehut^ is unlikely to* reach Israel, 
the weatherman said here yesterday. 
Israel's sharav and Europe’s 
"freeze" are catised by entirely 
different meteorological phenomena. 

Most of western and southern 
Europe is currently exp^enclng a 
belated cold Mrave;-tncludlngfree^g 
temperatures and snowfalls in areas 
as widely apart as the German Black 
Forest' and Rome. 


Rat poison found 
in killer dog food

TEL AVIV A rat poison was found 

in the dog food which killed scores of 
dogs in this city last week, but how 
the poison got into the dog food is still 
a mystery. 

' 27ie Jentsaiem Post was informed 
of this yesterday by Dr. Michael 
Nicholas Egyed, of the veterinary in- 
stitute at Beit Dagon, who has spent 
the last few days analysing samples 
of the dog food and the contents of 
the stomachs of several of the dead 
dogs. 

'“Eie rat poison is called fluoro- 
aeetate' also known as fluoro- 
acetamide," Dr. Egyed said. "Its 
use abroad is generally limited to 
specific situations, such as poisoning 
rats in sewers or aboard sea-going 
ships, and then it is used by trained 
handlers. ^ Israel, there are no 
regulations for its use." 

He s^d that either the chickens 
used in the dog food could have eaten . 
the poison, or the poison got into the 
food at the processing plant. 

Dr. Egyed added that fluoro- 
acetate was a poison aime4 
specifically at mammals, such as 
rats. ‘Therefore, the chickens could 
have survived eating it, but if their 
bodies were ground up and fed to 
dogs, the dogs would have died. 


‘‘Human beings are not as suscep- 
tible as dogs to this poison. 
Ne va*theless, I don 't advise anybody 
to eat it or to eat any chickoi which 
has eaten it," he said. 

Y.S. Zeltser, 70. who produced the 
suspect dog food In a Petah Tikva 
plant, last week offered "to eat the 
dog food to prove it was free of all 
contazxiination." 

A few dog lovers yesterday told 
TTie Jerusalem A)ef that they es- 
timated the number of dead dogs at 
about 200. Zeltser claims only 27 
died. 

Yesterday the Tel Aviv 
municipality’s veterinary depart- 
ment visited several stores which 
sell dog food and took samples for 
study. 


12 to light beacons on 
Independence Day

The theme of the 29th anhlveniaty 
observance is the decade since 
Jerusalem was reunited. The others 
selected to light beaeona wQl be Tael 
Meyuhas. whose family has lived in 
Jerusalem for 13 generations, and 10 
representatives of units who fought 
in Jerusalem during the War of 
Independence and the Six Day War. 

The chain of events, from 
MemoriBl Day for Israel's fallen 
through Independence Day to 
Jerusalem Day, were outlined at a 
press conference yesterday by 
Yehuda Han, director of the Govern- 
ment Information Centre. 

Memorial D^ will begin on Tuea- 
day, April 19, with ceremonlea in file 
monilng at all achoola and at various 
monuments around the country 
through e dc^. The national flag will 
be lowered to half staff at 8 p.m., 
when a two-minute siren will sound 
and memori^ torches will be lit on 
all public buildings. Central 
ceremonlea will be held at that hour 
at the Western Wall, in Tel^Avlv, 
Haifa and at the Yifteih memmaJ in 
the Negev. 

Education BClnlster Aharon Yadlin 
will speak to sclioolchlldrea about 
Memorial Day m radio at 10.06 a.m. 
on Wednesday. April 20; 
simultaneously. President Ephraim 
Katzlr will attend a central 
memorial ceremony at the 
memorial pillar opposite j^yenei 
Ha’ooma In Jerus^em. At ii a.m., 
another siren will commence ser- 
vices at all military cemeteries, 
attended by Government officials, 
IDF officers and bereaved famines. 

Thousands of spectators will view 
the Ughtingof the Independence Day 
beacons atop Mt. Herzl in Jerusalem 
at 6.30 p.m. Wednesday. Qtles and 
towns, illuminated and decorated for 
the occasion, will hold their own 
entertainment happenings. About 
1L600.000 has been spent to purchase 
fireworks for displays In 58 places. 
Various municipalities have organis- 
ed celebrationa according to their 
‘‘taste — mass Itumsitgim in 


Jerusalem parks: bike races in 
Herzllya, Kiryat Gat and Kiryat 
Ono; donkey races and a backg^- 
mon contest in Dlmona; and a 
parachuting demonstration in- 
Klxyat Shmona. 

President will receive 200 out- 
standingsoldiers at 9 a.m. on Thurs- 
day. April 21. and Mayor Teddy 
Kollek will welcome citizens at 
David's Citadel at 4.30 p.m. The 
Israel Prizes will he distributed at 
the Jerusalem Theatre at 7 p.m. 
Youngsters from all over the world 
will compete in the Bible Quiz for 
Youth at Beit Ha’am in Jerusalem 
; after talcing part in a preliminary

A health officer had requested that 
the child remain at home yesterday 
to help Identify the dog. He did. but 
the dog catcher failed to turn up.

Prof. Stem receives the prize tor 
his book "Greek and Authors 

on Jews and Judaism from 
Herodotus to Plutarch." Bom in 
Poland in 1925. he immigrated to 
Israel in 1937 and studied later at the 
Hebrew University. He joined the 
Hebrew University staff in 1954 and 
was appointed associate professor in 
1966. The two scholars will receive 
their prises together with other 
Israel prize winners on 
Independence Day.

The passengers, many of whom 
arrived by taxi, came to the El Al of- 
fices only to find a hand-written note' 
in English, French and Hebrew to 
the efiecrthat the service would not 
be functioning. No employee of the 
airline was there to give any further 
explanation. 

Paaaenger Helen Cbhen said .that 
she wds catching a 6.50 a.m. flight to 
Zurich and Mbntreal today. She had 
already arranged for a taxi to pick 
her up at 4.45. Now she wouldhaveto 
change that, she said, to be in time 
for airport security cheeks. The air- 
line had not warned her that the ser- 
vice would not be working, even 
though it had her phone number in 
Jerusalem. 

Another passenger said he bad 
called El Al earlier in the day to find 
out the hours of the early check-ln 
service. The clerk had given him no 
indication the service might not be 
working, he said. 

Asked about the Incident Mbahe 
Vardi. head of El Al in Jerusalem, 
said that the service had been 
cancelled because one of the workers 
was ill. He had asked El Al to send 
someone from Ben-Gurion Airport to 
do the job, but the company was too 
short-handed, he said. 

He added that he “thought” one of 
the security workers would remain 
at the office to explain the situation 
to those who came to check In.

Owen inges ballots instead of 
guns for Rhodesian settlement 


DAR ES SALAAM. — British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen 
arrived here yesterday to begin an 
African tour which ha aaid was aim- 
ed at achieving a Rhodeaiaii Betties 
ment through “the use of the ballot 
rather than the gmL” 

Owen told a brief airport preaa 
conference the Anglo-American 
propoaala wUch he carries are aim- 
ed at creating a ritustion where 
“Rhodesians of various racial 
origins can live together in peace 
and harmony. Such a condition can 
ohly be achieved throngh a 
democratic proceu which reepecta 
the uae of the ballot rather than the 
gun,” he aaid. 

OwGi was due to meet with black 
Rhodesian guerrilla leader Robert 
Mugabe, co-leader of the Nationalist 
Patriotic Front, and with Tanzanian 
Ifr'ealdent Julius Nyerere, the in- 
fluential chairman of the front-line 
states ~ black African states which 
are most oppmed to white regimes in 
southern Africa. 

Nyerero has been urging Britain to 
abandon attempts to include 
Rhodesian R-lme Minister Ian Smith 
and members of hla white minority 
government In future negotiations 
aimed ata Rhodesian settlemenL Li 
recent Intervtevra 1» said Britain 
should negotiate instead with 
nationalist leaders for the handing 
over of legal authority to the black 
majority, and that Smith’s illegal 
regime has w) right to participate in 
auch a process. 

Asked about the possibility of ex- 
cluding Smith from talks on transi- 


tion to majority rule. Owen said, 
“It’s the view of tlie British govern- 
ment that all partiea Involved in tiie 
criala should he fully represented at 
any negotiations aimed at ending the 
crisis.” ■ 

. Owen is also due to visit Mozam- 
bique. South Africa, Botswana and 
Zambia. While in South Africa, he 
will have a^parate meetings with 
South African Prime Minister John 
Vorater and Rhodesian Prime 
IGniater Tan Smith. 

Reacting to Owen’s impending 
visit. Radio Mbzamblque re- 
jected the inclusion of Smith in any 
Rhodesian eettlement. Saying the: 
Smjith regime was guilty of 
massacres against the people of 
Rhodesia, the radio added . that 
Britain’s policy of aeekingconaensua 
azQcmg all the-pertles involved weold- 
always fail. The Soviet Union also 
reacted to Owen's visit saying the 
Anglo-American Initiative "openly 
Ignores the essence of the Rhodesian 
problem.” and called the trip . to 
Southern Africa "another tactical 
strategem.’' 

Bmltta also reacted to Owen’s trip, 
saying he expected little progreaa 
from hla scheduled talk with Owen 
tomorrow.

Haley aaid Sunday night: "X’-ve 
read the article axid a convenation I 
had with the reporter seems to have 
been misresuosented. I took over 
nine years to write my book, but I 
think this reporter took leas than 
nine days.” 

Haley la in London for three days 
of promotion prior to the publication 


of his book In Britain. He will be giv- 
ing television, radio and newspi^er 
interviews before flying to Africa, 
where he will be filming in Gambia. 

Hie "Sunday Times” journalist, 
Mark Ottawi^, said yesterday he 
was "a little bit annoyed by foe fuM 
this baa all caused.

The Government the Agency 
did not attempt to censor remarks 
that were critical of themselves. 

“We didn’t have to be sold on 
Israel with miiic and honey speeches 
— we wanted to come,” says Moish 
Aisenstark, who immigrated with 
his wife Gitty in 1977. "The Agency 
saiid that we'd be better off looking 
for work once we got to Israel... Ae- 
tually, that seemed to be ^e answer 
to almost all our questions. I wasn't 
disappointed with the Agency 
because 1 didn't expect much from 
them, Gitty didn't like the shdUah 
(Agency emlsssary) ; she felt he 
really didn't care if we went on aliya 
or not." 

The four cotqiles are aware of the 
problems of religious life here. ‘The 
extremes of Jewish life are more ob- 
vious — the religious veniis the non- 
religious," explains Molsh. “hi 
America I can lead a Jewish life 
oblivious of irreligious Jewry. In 
Israel I'm forced to face this ‘in- 
compieteness*... and that makes me 
a better Jew." 


Cheryl and 'Shalom Broday from 
Far Rockaway, New York, whose 
daughter Tova Sheina was bom In 
Jerusalem, did not have a trouble- 
free aliya. "I miss a lot of things 
about America — comfort, money, 
but most of all ettoiency," admits 
Shalom. At the customs house at 
Ben-Gurion iUrport, be was annoyed 
by s clerk who kept hltn waiting 30 


minutes as he talked to his girl- 
friend. niey had the usual run- 
around as they searched for 
mortgages fbr their apartment. "As 
an American, Tve grown up with a 
concept of governmental reapon- 
. sibility firmly rooted in my 
thiTiiring,*' he continues. ‘‘Here, the 
government ia totally unresponsive 
to the needs of the public." 

But there are compensations. 
“New York." he asserts, “is not the 
place fbr a Jew to live... Now Israel 
as my home is as natural as 
breathing." 

Both coming from secular 
American homes, Richie and Janis 
Idell met while they were studying in 
baale Uhuva (penitent) yeshlvot in 
Jerusalem and helped set op a 
yesfaiva in Glvat Ada. ‘There are 
problems fbr an American In a town 
this small, but they're overshadowed 
by the very real satisisntion we get 
In what we are doing," the couple 
maintain. 

Landeaman deaerlbes his own ex- 
perience in emotional terms — the 
thrill of living in the land of the Bi- 
ble, for which great scholars and 
countless martsrrs prayed and died. 
He rebukes young reli^us Jews for 
just taUdng about Israel. “Llvl^ 
here (for them; seems to have as lit- 
tle appeal as living somewhere In 
Asia. Calling their failure to come a 
“monument^ cop-out," the author 
■ writes: 

“While America is obviously 
different (from) our temporary 
homes of the past, we still prefer to 
liwfc our futures other nations. 
Too many of us are wallowing in the 
stainless steel flesfapots of America. 
Worse yet, we've lost all desire to 
free ourselves of our self-impost 
mortgages to materialism."

TEL AVIV. — The medical profes- 
sion lags in treatment of the aged 
because of the doctors' own anxieties 
about ageing and death and because 
physicians prefer "heroic" work 
^riiicb shows immediate results. 

This opinion was by Dr. Martin 
Rabinowitz of the Geriatrics Depart- 
ment at the Shiba Medical Centre, 
speaking before the Association for 
the Advancement of Science in 
Israel. The session on “ageing In 
modem society" was part of the 
three-dhJ scientific conference held 
at the end of last month by the 
Associatipn^at Bar Ban University. 

br. Rabinowitz added that 
medical education includes very lit- 
tle about diseases and care of the ag- 
ed. ^ 

“The only tWng which all old peo- 
ple have in common is our society's 
prejudice about the aged," be went 
on. The different systems in the body 
^e at different rates, he e^qilained. 
As a result the elderly population is 
heterogenous as to physical and 
mental functioning and the same in- 
dividual may have a “young" ner- 
vous system and an “old" heart or 
kidneys. 

However, prejudices about agring 
influence both diagnosis and treat- 
ment by failing to take these in- 
dividual differences into account. 
Ihr Instance, it is wlde^ believed 
that older pet^le lose their memory. 
This may be true to some extent for 
some, but Dr. Rabinowitz feels that 
memory loss may be caused by the 
patient being so eager to prove 
himself “all right" that he is over- 
anxious. which in turn makes him 
confused and forgetful. 

Dr. Mordecal Eran, a lecturer in 
psychology at Bar Ban. suggested 
that we about restructuring 

jobs for older people instead of “sen- 
ding them out to pasture.” 

If older persons react more slowly 
and cannot do as much physical 

^ork again this is not always 

30 then ways should be found to 

utilize instead their sense of respon- 
sibility and their long experience. 

Dr. Eran also thinks preparation 
for retirement should start in 
kindergarten rather than at 60 or 89. 
“If the older person in children's 
hooks is shown as being active and a 
source of knowledge and wisdom, in- 
stead of as someone who sits around 
all day in bed-room slippers, 
people's attitudes about ageing and 
retirement may start to change.”

are stacked in a pile at the back of 
the narrow shop — almost a kiosk - - 
sund you don't find much of any of 
them, blit enough to make a dresa for 
one adult or a couple of children.

My favourite place' for more ex- 
p airi ve fsisios is Levttab, hi Hlaot 
Hayotser. by David's Citadel in 
Jerusalem.

Levita is the Jerusalem outlet for 
Maitef Badim, the Tel Aviv fabric 
shop vdilch carries a wide range of 
imported fabrics. At 125 Dizengoff, it 
is right by Tel Aviv's other “place to 
go" for fine fabrics — Hollander, at 
number 127. And if you have had an 
eye cn the Paris coOectiaos, and are 
dreaming of making (or having 
ma'de) something like those 
crlginalB, you can get many of the 
fabrics here — at a price.

Tel Aviv), 
David ^flnetzky sums up bis ex- 
periences In the “17tb republic." the 
network of labottr camps in the 
USSR. They are located throughout 
the country, but mainly in remote 
areas where climatic conditions are 
severe and Ufe is primitive. 

^e rulen of this “republic" are 
totally indepmdent, Vlnitzky says. 
The warden force Is enormous, 
numbering almost an eighth of the 
total prison population. (Tens of 
thousands of i&B officials work 
relentlessly to collect evidence to In- 
criminate ordinary citizens of the 


USSR, in order to keep up the flow of 
prisoners.) Even the language in the 
camps is different — the Ruastan 
spoken there is full of local idioms 
which only the understand. 

Officially, the prison compounds 
are designated as "character im- 
provement camps." The KGB 
“instructors" are free to administer 
Justice by adding yean of imprison- 
ment to a sentence, or to terminate a 
prisoner's existence by shooting “a 
portion of nine grammes" of lead 
into the back of & neck. Sodomy la 
rife in the men's camps, snA women 
prisoners try to seduce their guards, 
though the pimiahment for this is an 
additional lO yean. 

Mortality in tiie camps is extreme- 
ly high. Bach morning the bodies ^ 
tee dead are taken out of the sheds. 
Undernourished and exhausted by 
hard work, the priaoners are easy 
victims to dysentery, and the stench 


of vomit fills the sleeping-quarters. 

When a prisoner is too weak to get 
up, he is taken to the hospital. But 
usually he is beyond cure and soon 
dies. 

THE AUTHOR, who served a part of 
his sentence as a medical orderly In 
a prison hospital, notes the calm 
with which tee prisonere passed 
-from this life to the next. 

nie “crime" fbr which he was im- 
prisoned was his Involvement with 
Qonism. nie fact ttot he was a 
Etebrew teacher in Kishinev, when it 
was under Rumanian rule, was duly 
' noted in the KGB's “personal fUe" 
on Um. 

The file of a XCGB victim Is careful- 
ly k^ and mi^ be consulted by the 
investigalora in a matter of minutes. 

"We do not care less if the man dis- 
appears: but if a file gets lost, it ia a 
true disaster," one investigator told 
Vlnitzky in a moment of tnith. 


It tfitees a very strong personality 
to survive the rigours of investiga- 
tion and prison life, the author says. 
Itzik Fefer, the Yiddish poet who 
was "liquidated" by the Stalin 
regime, became d^ly reUglous and 
prayed everyday, despite the fact 
that he had been a Oommunlst in his 
youth. And Susklnd, the actor who 
succeeded hOkhoels in tee Yiddish 
theatre, became insane — a fact, in- 
cidentally, which did not prevent bis 
execution. 

Jifijch of Vlnitzky's book is made 
up of records of special eases he 
came across or heard of In esptivlty . 
“Abramieh," his alter ego, is finally 
allowed to join hie family In Isrul. 
As he crosses the border out of 
Russia he prays: “Merciful Father, 
please eradicate from your book on 
my life the 21 years I suffered in a 
foreig(n land. Let it be, for the sake of 
justice." '

TTk Maya ruins of TikaL Uaxactun, Piedras Negras, Sayaxch£, 
Quirigua, Zaculeu, Uixco Viejo, and others are as impre^ve as 
tee Raffish ruins of Antigua Guatemala, the city that was de- 
clared a “znoQujnent of America" at the 8th Pan-American Con- 
gress of Geography and History oa July 17, 1965. We also find 
the Castillo de San Felipe ruins on the Shore of the lake Izahal, 
which was formerly a b^tion against pirates. Guatemala's natu- 
ral scenery of lakes, rivers and volcanoes is enchanting. Rlo Dulce 
and Lake AUUdn, for example, are known for their unique beauty 
and CSiichleastgnangQ, a wcu'ld famous Indian village, for its 
colourful costumes and uterestlng aspects of native life. There 
are also other Ddian villages as exciting as .Chichicaztenango, 
located throughout the country. 


Tlie Mayas: 

Before Christopher Colmnbus's discovery of America^ the admir- 
able civilization of tee kteyas had already flourished In Guate- 
mala, leaving traces otf its wisdom. The Mnyaa achieved ahigh 
level of ksowled^ in aatronomy, znedlcine; agricultnre, mathe- 
matics and architecture. They also had an advanced political 
s y stem and terir calendar was amazingly accurate; The reli- 
gion was polythrist and deeply mysti^, aa can, be seen in 
the Popol-Vub, very appropriately called “the American 
Bible," synteol of the MAya-Qui<flx£ culture. 


The Spanish Colonizatian: 

Guatemala’s cteiquest was definitely sealed with Tecfin TTzndn’s 
death. Tecfin UmSn, chief of the Quichd's army, fought mas 
to man against Conquerte' Pedro de Alvaxado daring the battle 
called “batalla del Pinar" which took place neco' Xelajfi mi 
F ebruary 20, 1524. With mudh difAnilty the Spanish contimied 
to defeat other Indian towns until they subjugated the entire 
couBtiy. The city of Santiago de los Calralleros de Guatemala 
was estahltehed in Tecp&n, Guatemala on July 25, 1524, and 
wss later moved to the Almolonga Valley on November 22, 1527, 
where it was destroyed by the flood precipitated by the filling 
of tee Volcan de Agua’s crater on September 11. 154L On 
hforcfi 16, 1543, 'the city was moved once more to the Panchoy 
Valley and again it was destroyed, this time by the Santa 
Marta's earthquake on July 29, 1773. This time tee capital city 
was established in the Erntite Valley on Decemter 29, 1775 , 
where it became, over the yaars^ a modern and colourful cit?, 
with a population of over one million inhabitants. 


Guatemala's independence: 

The Captaincy-General oC Guatemala, which included Guatemala, 
El Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, became in- 
dependent from Spain on September 15. 1821, and was axmexed 
to Mexico by force in January 1822. On July 1, 1823, Guatemala 
was declared completely independent. Since its independence in 
1821, the United Provinces of Central America, the niune under 
which the state w«is first established, split up to become 
five independent nations; Guatemala, El Snlvridor, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, and Costa Rica. Gu.itemnl;i. the moilcrn i-apital city, 
of the republic has all the fiaclUties of a large ilty including 
banks, comfortable hotels, clubs, rest.'uimnte. thftiJres, mories, 
airline companies, tixuns, etc...

THE KIBBUTZ "has gone to town”

The programme Itaelf wu a brave 
attempt to recapture the early 
poiod of kibbutz pioneering- and all 
the good things, of that period.

Stock Exchange suspends 
all trading in v^ables

Jerusalem Fust Reporter 
TEL AVIV, — The Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange announced yesterday that 
trading in variables will be suspend- 
ed until further notice. 

Trading in eqt^es until now has 
been divided into two sections, the 
opening rotud and the variables. In 
the opening round orders, both buy 
and sell, were accumulated and 
were set off one against the other. On 
the basis of supply and deman4 a 
price was established. 

In tee variables, on the otherhand, 
the auction-type of bidding ia 
employed, wbmby prices are es- 
tablished as a result of direct bidding 
between buyer and seller. 

The m^eeedented move to dis- 
continue the variables resulted from 
the accumulation of paperwork con- 
nected with the execution of orders. 
On Sunday, Just for one example, a 
record turnover of ILSSm., shares 
and bonds combined, was achieved. 
The high trading volumes have 


created administrative backlt^ 
and the Exchange wants to avoid 
erroxi in the execution ot customer 
orders. 


L) the late 1960s and earlyl970s the 
New York Stock Exchange ex- 
perienced trading volumes ^ such 
magnitude that the back offices of 
New Yok Stock Exchange brokers 
were unable to cope with the 
backlog, hi that period a number of 
brokers were forced out business' 
or into mergers with those in- 
stitutions that were prepared to cope 
with the flood of paperwork. 

ne business of Goodbody, which 
had a representative office in Israel, 
was taken over at the time by the 
world's largest hrokm*. MerriJl- 
Lyneh-Fenner and Smith. 

In Israel the situation ia sot com- 
parable. since moat of the trading te 
carried out by the bonks, which are 
capable of handling large volumes of 
trading due to their advanced 
automated equipment. 


Businessmen check effectiveness 
of (heir radio advertisii^ 


TEL A'VZV. — Only 40 per cent of 
radio listeners remember the names 
of products advertised on the air, ac- 
cording to a poll conducted recent^ 
for the radio advertising company 
and reported at a ssmiposlum on 
radio advertising held here last 
week. 

The audience of advertising ex- 
ecutives and advertiaers greeted the 
survey with scepticism and with a 
barrage of criticlAm and questions. 
Rati Gil, director of PORY (the 
research Institute which carried out 
the survey), was criticized for not 
having asked questions about 
tistenerstalp habits and for not hav- 
ing tried to find out which particular 
advertisements were remembered 
best. 

One member of the audience said 
he could not believe teat less than 90 
per cent of the public remember the 
Ooca Cola. Tempo or Elite commer- 
cials, lor exam^e. 

Further audience criticism was 
aroused when Mr. GU said that 26 
per cent of the sample (which includ- 
ed 1,200 respondents from all over 
the country and from all walks of 
life) preferred “light music” for 


advertising Jinxes — with Israeli, 
pop and classical music ranking next 
In that order. Where was the 
borderline between “light music” 
and “pop”? someone asked, hfr. Gil 
replied that it would have been 
technically Impossible to turn 1,200 
homes into musical laboratories. 

Dr. Mina Zemacb, a lecturer in 
psychology at Tel Aviv University, 
then spoke on motivational research. 
One of the problems with public opi- 
nion surveys, she said, is that people 
sometimes hide their real motives 
behind explanations of their 
behaviour which they think are more 
acceptable. Bi other cases, people do 
not even know whst really motivates 
them. 

The participants In the all-day 
symposium, being hardheaded 
businessmen, complained that it 
hadn’t really taught them anything 
new about making their advertising 
zneasagea more elective. One man, 
who found his newspaper more in- 
teresting than the lectures, lifted his 
head from his reading long enough to 
say he could havemade better use ot 
the day and of the ILlSOhe had paid 
for the symposium.

The 
premiums chann every month. 

‘ 'which makes it dlfflcult for peraona 
Uvlng on fixed income to meet them. 
So they drop the policies.” 


“2002” will allow the person in- 
sured to determine, once a year, 
what premium he wants to pay. The 
size of the premium, and all further 
changes in the sum, will determine 
the size of tee surrender value of tee 
policy when the Insured person 
reaches the age of 95. 

Ben-ltzhak further claimed that 
the company charged IS to 30 per 
cent less on its premiums' by tl^ 
method. Moreover, 90 per cent of tee 
company's profits, from its various 
Investments, vrauld be redistributed 
to the policy holders.

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Political and legal realities 


map AM'S DECISION, by a narrow vote, to stay in the Labour 
Alignment may be viewed as second success of Shimon 
Peres In the short time that has elapsed since he was named as 
the new leader of the Labour Party and ita Alignment. 

Hla first success was keeping the party togethw despite calls 
within the Ahdut Avoda wing to defect from the party in disap- 
poimment over Mr. AUon's not being chosen to succeed Prime 
Minister lElabin. 

To be sure, it could be argued that Mapam'a dedsioa came In 
qpite of, rather than because of, Mr. Peres. But this would be un- 
charitable. TbTa pawi cast its vote the other way, it would 
have been racked up to Mr. Peres' debit; by the same token, the 
decision to stay in ought to be counted as a sign of successful 
leadership. 

The strong emotions aroused by the dramatic Peres takeover 
from Rabin may, of course, express themselves in some ap- 
preciable defections by Map*™ supporters In the direction of 
Lyova Eliav's SbelU. The Alignment will have to do its utmost to 
make up these electoral losses If it expects to come out ahead of 
the Ukud on May 17. 

One direction such efforts could take seems to have been 
blocked yesterday.by reports that no legal way had been found 
to replace the Prime Minister with the Minister of Defence as 
acting-Frlme Minister for the duration of the roughly three 
month interregnum tmtil the formation of a new government. 
Not that there is any reason to speed Mr. RaUn out of office with 
iing«»PTniy hoste, but there is much to be said, both in the interest 
of government and of the Labour Party, in Mr. Peres taking 
over the acting-Premlership as soon as possible. 

As a nation we tend to adopt an easy-going attitude towards 
the formalities of powSr and poaitlon, and It would aeem to 
many that the question of who will hold the title of Prime 
Minister until, say, July is of secondaiy importance. The 
political lessons of the Tom Kippur War, which taught us the im- 
portance of eliminating discrepancies between the formal and 
the real n-haina command in the highest levels of government, 
should not yet have been lost on us. 

From the Labour Party's electoral viewpoint it would seem 
useful that Mr. Peres sho^d be established in the public’s mind 
as actual Prime Minister, and that he should be given a chance, 
even in the short ^eks remaining until the elections, to give the 
public an of bow he would handle himself in tl^ Job. 

It may well be that the tacit opposition to Mr. Peres, which 
still glows In the hearts of the many Labourites who opposed 
w™ In February, blinds them to the need for a speedy transfer 
of power in the cabinet. It is this same opposition wldch, when 
the question of the acting premiership fi^ arose in the after- 
math <k Mr. Feres’ selection, actually considered the possibility 
that Mr. Alloa would fill this post in view of his formal position 
as Deputy Prime Minister. 

This smouldering resentment will have to be dealt with by Mr. 
Peres before he can expect to lead an effective party In the 
remaining weeks of the election campaign. If it is overcome, 
and a consensus developed on nanaing Mr. Peres acting Prime 
Minister, the legal objections could be removed, d^lte the ob- 
jections raised yesterday, by convening the Knesset to adopt an 
amendment to the Basic Law on this point, a proprosal that has 
in fact already been made by the Likud. 


Bangkok and Jerusalem 


THE pomp' and pageant of a royal visit by two young Thai 
princesaea, touring the country at a suitably stately and regal 
pace, is something which will surely warm the heart of even the 
hardest-bitten Israeli populist. Monarchy Is not our "scene," 
but we certainly.can and do enjoy the apecial dignity and grace 
of these two delightful maidens of an* ancient Oriental royal 
house. 

The monarchy in Thailand has a deep ajnd lasting hold over 
the loyalty and love of the people — a hold which has transcend- 
ed political change or challei^e. Tnnds of change are buffeting 
that country, and King Bhumipol, like his predecessors, 
has had the foresight to shape his own and his family's role 
in new moulds to accommodate the temper of the time, while 
keeping carefully and.sensibty above fractious politics. 

As a result, his status, and that of the monarclty as an institu- 
tion, remains venerated by the overwhelming majority of 
Thais. 

Princesses Slrlndhom and Chulabhom, thou^ still young, 
have plainly absorbed a goodly measure of tbelr father’s 
wisdom. They, too, recognize that royalty in the last quarter of 
the 20th centuxy is a demanding and even exhausttxig task. 

Hence their visit here, above and beyond the charm and 
colour ftwd ceremonial aspects, can be expected to contribute 
meaningfully to the substantive relations between Bangkok and 
Jerusalem.

20 March, 1976, my 
grandmother was In the fire in the 
Pork Hotel, Netanya.

It was 
reported that the one guard had been 
asleep when the fire broke out. 

My grandmother spent several 
weeks hospitalized in Israel, where 
she underwent akin graft surgery. 
She spent many months virtually 
bedridden in America. To date, 
one year after the fire, the hotel and 
its insurance company have refused 
to pay one agora in compensation for 
her hospital and doctor bills, loss of 
belongings and the pain and suffer- 
1 ^ she endured, ^e situation is the 
same for many of the other people 
who were in the hotel at the time of 
the fire. 

R takes several years for any civil 
suit to reach coiut. In the meantime, 
people who came to Israel as friends 
and sitypcoters have been left with 
nothing more than a very bad taste 
in tbelr mouth. That the Cto vemment 
of a country such as Israel, where 
tourism is a major industry, sh^d 
allow this situation to exlat is 
atrocious.

When will 
strikers learn that, whichever side 
wins, there Is one certain loser, the 
State and the people of Israel? 

Furthermore, what encourage- 
ment is It to the many hundreds of 
thousands who, althouj^ living out- 
side Israel, work for Israel, spend 
their holidays there, and give 
donations to Israel? What answer 
can we glire to the less committed 
who refuse to give to Israel, giving 
as their excuse that the Israelis 
seem to be- indifferent to their own 
wellbdng? 

Surely the parlous state of 
England’s finances, caused In no 
small degree by .many workers’ 
strikes in recent years, should serve 
as a serious warning to. any workers 
even contemplating strike action In 
Israel.

, prepared for. Secondly, they feared 
I that in direct talks Israel might 
somehow outsmart them — bellev- 
' liig, ^^arently, their own legmid of 
Jewish cunning and' deceit, fed by 
the "Sturmer’’-like caricaturea 
which were a regular feature of their 
press. 

Today the situatton has changed. 
The Arabs in general recognize 
Israel’s existence (it it a long time 
since their newspcqi^ never men- 
tioned “Israel" except In Inverted 
commas) , thou^ most of them can- 
not yet really bring themselves to 
accept her right to exist. It is a sort 
of de jbeto recognition wUty-nllty — 
which only a peace agreement will 
turn into de jure. .

Ramie 
Jail has been during the Peasah holi- 
day week the venue of an annual 
Sports Day for convicted prisoners. 
This week, inmates of Ramie, Shat- 
ta,' Damoun, Beersheba, Ma’asiya 
and Tel Mbnd lock-ups competed tor 
the table-tennis and volley-ball 
championships. 

Shatta beat Damoun for the table 
• tennis title, allegedly because the 
latter houses criminals with 
sentences of three years or under, 
vdio thus have less time to gain ex- 
perience. ^1 Mbnd trailed the pack, 
also due — the experts say — to the 
fact that Inmates are under 21 (one 
might have thought they would be 
faster on their feet than older 
people) . However Shatta was beaten 
at volley-ball by the Ramie team. 

Playing conditions were less than 
ideal. ‘Die sports "field" is a court- 
yard hounded by. workshops and 
surrounded, beyond the prison 
buildings proper, by walls topped 
with colls of barbed wires where 
guards stand on watch. Store and 
there, however, some would-be 
cheerful prisoners had stuck 
branches of leaves In the barred win- 
dows to give a festive air to the occa- 
sion.
